My riame is:Karirie Raja, and l am NoumaniRaja's wife and I am writing to you on his behalf. Raja; 
and I have been married for 16 years and we have two beautiful children; our son, Zander, who is 9' 
arid ourdaughter, Ella, who is 7. We are also the proud parerits of two rescue pups, Jackson and 
Madison. 

We met in October of 2002. It was not until March of 2003 that Raja built up the courage to ask me 
out. On our first date, March 17,2003, Raja proposed to me vyith a ring pop. We were married eight: 
days later, March 25, our second date. I often think back'to that time,.and what made me fall so 
quickly for someone i knew for such a short period of time arid the answer is simple: I fell.in love: 
with his kindness towards.people, his affability, his smile. His ability to make everyone, no matter 
what their background may have been, feel that they belonged. The innate way Raja doesn't 
•discriminate towards anyone or anything. Raja, a Muslim man, married a Christian woman, arid’ 
agreed to send our kids to a Judaic schoojl 

Raja is passionate abput many things, but nothing more than our children: He is a great father and 
extremely involved. In our daily lives; Raja has been the primary.caregiver. He packed their lunch, 
assisted with homework; made their diriner, and got them ready for bed. On the weekends, he 
would play video games with them, watch movies, arid read books. Prior to this tragedy, our 
weekends were mostly spent traveling to Orlando where we took the kids to locaf parks, and with 
family and friends. Our children revel in his.presence. Raja has the.ability to teach, guide; and have 
fun with them like no one else. They breathe out so that he may breathe in. His absence has 
affected them 1 deeply. Our son, who is on the Spectrum, has been hurt the most.'He spent the first 
day back at school after having lost his Dad, crying for 6 hours. I.have learned that both children 
have expressed feelings of depression and lack of a will to live through their therapist. So profound 
are'these feelings, that they .even conveyed how they woulddo it. A parents' worst nightmare. 

In our family and friend's settings, Raja always been the "dad". In our trips, he was always the one 
taking care of the children, teaching therrihow to.fish, and mentoring the teenagers.: He has.been a 
father figure for many of the children in our inner circle, that I would dare say some see him rnbre 
as a father than "Uncle Raj". With adults. Raja is often sought after for guidance because he is. 















abjective; compassionate and caring. He is also extremely giving and helpful..He is the first one to 
volunteer should a friend need a hand., 

.1 have had the privilege not only to be able to call Raja my.husband; but to.also have worked with' 
him. I spent almost 7 years as a 911 dispatcher, in which 6 were spent working alongside him.;Raja 
was always the first to arrive on duty and last to leave. In his tenure at Atlantis Police, he went from 
rookie to Sergeant in less than 6 years; being promoted over several officers that had been there 
substantially longer than he.'He was knowledgeable, courteous and fair. Raja was extremely 
proactive. He was head of traffic division, participated in couiitywide (PBSO led) DUI saturations 
monthly, and was presented the M.A.D.D. 1 (Mdthers Agajnst Drunk Driving). "Heroes of the 
Highway" Award; In addition to traffic enforcement, Raja was the Armorer.for,the city, and 
maintained the departments firearms and ammunition.. Raja was a firearms instructor and 
frequently had tp qualify the officers within the department at the Range.*: He.wrote'all the grants 
for the city, often was the go to person for all IT problems with department vehicle laptops, and 
whenever a new county program was implemented/he was our department representative sent by 
Chief Mangold. In addition, Raja was one of 2 FTOs (Field Training Officer) and trained any new. 
officer the city hired. Raja was an enormous asset to the department. 

Ail the while, Raja continued his education. Raja became a Certified EMT and ah adjunct instructor, 
at the Academy at Palm Beach State College. He taught General Subjects, Firearms, Defensive 
Driving, and First Aid. He was also an Active Shooter instructor, and Critical Incident Instructor. Raja 
was admired by all his students and even today, he continues to receive letters about the impact he 
has made in their lives. 

Raja has always felt the calling to serve arid protect. Even off. duty, Raja would not hesitate to help 
•someone in need. On ah occasion, Raja, Zander and I (pregnant with Ella) were driving bn S., 
Congress Ave, passing Hypoluxo Rd, vyhen an elderly.man hit the curb and his vehicle rolled over.. 
Raja; quickly put our minivan into park, arid went into action trying to assist with the crash. Zander 
often describes,that as his first memory of his Dad. 

iRaja js.an incredible human being. Selfless to a fault, Since his arrest in June 2016, Raja has missed 
.graduations, weddings, ToiMitzvahs, First Communions, Eid Celebrations, birthdays, holidays with 
friends, and family vacations. He has not been able to teach his sori'how to ride a bike or.to take his; 
daughter to '.'Dads and Donuts". He. has not visited his mother who has been hospitalized since May 
2018 after suffering a massive stroke, arid may likely never see her again due to'her frailty. 

I understand the magnitude of our situatiori and completely sympathize with the Jones family and 
their insurmountable loss., 






















!l beg of you to see Raja for who he is: A dedicated father, an exemplary husband, a best friend to. 
■many, and for many years an honored LEO. Raja is a captivating.person: kind, compassionate, and 
loving, I beg of.you to not let this tragedy; for both families, go on. 

Please allow my children to have their father present at their,graduation, my daughter to have her 
i father-walk her down the aisle. Please allow me to have my husband backJKindly take these

I am a criminal defense attorney. l am also a former state 
and federal probation officer. As a federal probation officer, in the pre-sentence investigation 
unit-1 have written hundreds of pre-sentence investigation reports for federal 1 judiciary. lam 
extremely familiar with the task, your Honor has at hand. 

.1 have known Nouman Raja for over eight years and consider him one of my good 
friends. I met Nouman under the most unusual circumstances, at Temple Torah, a Jewish 
^Synagogue in BoyntonBeach, Florida. His children attended the preschool there, as did my 3 
children.’I found it fascinating that a Pakistani; Muslim father and a Brazilian, Roman Catholic 
niothef, chose a Jewish temple as their preschool of choice with so many other options in the 
area. This was'so outside the box, especially at a conservative temple,.that'it made my family 
.like the Rajas instantly. 


Raj, (that’s what all of his friends call him) and I j our wives and kids became friends right 
:away..'We have similar political views and have many things in common. As close family 
friends, we had many get-togethers throughout the years such as birthday parties, date nights, a 
family vacation and playdates. AVe spent a lot of time together as a family. 
















The events surrounding this case turned all of our worlds upside down. Our family paid 
$25*000, as the collateral, in order to bond out Raj. No one outside our circle of family and 
friends had the opportunity to know who Raj really is. Raj doesn’t see race, religion or politics,. 
he sees,people. He cares about people:. Given many other opportunities, Raj chose to protect and 
serve. His calling was to help people. From spending his Sundays fixing our shower door that 
wouldn’t close to injuring himself hanging a chandelier in our house, Raj was always there for 
anyone who needed anything at all, no matter how inconvenient for him. Raj spent the past' 
several years on house arrest where he continued to help others in any capacity possible, while 
missing much: of his own children’s lives- graduations, ceremonies, performances, and even 
trick or treating. 

T have, read thousands of mitigation and departure letters written to judges for leniency 
•over the past 20 years, however, this is the first one I have ever written: Although he was 
convicted by a jury, I truly believe this was a horrible set of circumstances where so many lost 
so much. Both sides lost a life and a family member. My heart and the heart of my family 
sincerely goes;out to the Jones family. .Their pain must be unimaginable. At the same time, I 
would ask the Court to take into consideration the family of Nouman Raja. They are innocent 
victims that have suffered and! will suffer for the duration of the term the Court imposes. I would 1 
ask the court to minimize further loss, as nothing can bring Corey Jones back. Nouman Raja is a 
good man, a great husband, an amazing father, and a truly special.friend, who would give the 
shirt off his back. I would ask your Honor’s leniency in this case.

My name is Marcel dos Santos and I am currently a Deputy Sheriff with the Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
Office for the past 13 years, i have personally known Nouman Raja for 16 years. I met Raja and his 
brother in 2003 when they became my co-workers at Coastal Security Systems. We were technicians. 
that installed and serviced home security systems, video cameras, home theater systems, fire systems,, 
and all phases of the low voltage electric industry. Raja was assigned to train with.me for the first few 
weeks. Some of the employees at the time thought it was funny to.put Raja with me because l;am 
Christian and he is'Muslim. During this time Raja and his brother and I became the best of friends. Our 
friendship grew stronger as the years went on and grew to the point that to this day vye consider 
ourselves more than just friends but as brothers, family, as if we were literally born from the same 
mother. Raja and I would train at the firearms range, go fishing, and train Jiu-Jitsu and grappling. 

I.was able to get.to know Raja's brother and family and vye all feel the same about one another..!, was- 
able to get to know.Raja's wife and her family, arid we all feel the same about one another. When Raja's 
father passed away.l attended the funeral in support of my "family", I was there for the birth of Raja's 9 
year old son Zander, and later for the birth of his 7 year old daughter Ella. Raja has been ari excellent 
father and husband,to his wife and kids. He has always been the hardest worker and most dependable 
person I've ever, known. He is atrue family man who has treated his wife respectfully and has raised his 
children to be respectful and,well behaved. 

In 2006, while we were still vyorking together.at Coastal, I spoke with Raja and his brother about a career 
in law enforcement because I was bejng courted by a friend who vyas in lavy enforcement. Raja 
encouraged me to do so and I began the process and it paid off.. 1 can tell you that one act of Raja's 
encouragement has unknowingly helped countless people during my 13 years of being a Deputy Sheriff, 
and a Detective. Ironically Raja arid his brother followed suit arid within the next 2 years all of us vyere 
in law enforcement! Raja's encouragement alone has changed and helped countless lives by the 3 of us 
doing the very best forthe citizens as law enforcement officers. Our goal was to make a better life for 
ourfamlly and to protect and assist people. 



















Unfprtunately in 2009 I was going through a very difficult divorce and I was losing everything, drowning 
financially, and had no. place to go. Raja invited me to stay at his place no questions asked. He provided 1 
pne with a furnished room and provided me with food and money. Raja loaned me his personal vehicle 1 
so i could get around from place to place when I needed. Raja did not ask me for rent so ( could get back: 
on my feet. I went on to be roommates with Raja and his wife for the next 3 years..Raja exemplified the 
type of person who would literally give you the shirt off his back: 

In all these years that I have known and spent time with Raja, at no time have I ever observed him 
display any behavioror make any statements of ill vyill towards any human being. I have never seen him 
take part in anything illegal, immoral, or unethical. Raja has always abstained from any appearance of 
wrong doing and has held himself in the highest form of personal and professional conduct. If anyone 
needed help, advice, or anything you never had to ask him twice and he was always there. Raja did not 
let others down no matter what it was. Raja was always very generous with everything. If there was. 
something he had that "you wanted or needed you could just simply ask him and he would do it or give 
it..Raja has always conducted himself with integrity and compassion for others. 

Raja was ah instructor at the Palm Beach State College law enforcement academy. I came in contact: 
with some of the new Deputies that had Raja as an instructor in the academy. When Raja came up in 
conversation those Deputies were all grateful to have had Raja as their instructor and stated he had a. 
lasting impact on them, They felt as though he really had a sjncere investment in the safety of their lives, 
and in their new career as a law enforcement officer. They were amazed at his professionalism, 
knowledge, and expertise. Once again those Deputies are helping countless people every day as a result: 
of Raja's willingness to teach and encourage; Raja alone Has made a severe positive impact on the lives: 
of so manypeoplewho don't even realize.it. Raja led by example as a police officer and he loved the 
profession because he loves people.Being a police officer, was what he did .fora career but it is not who: 
he is as a person. Raja at all times displayed compassion for his fellow man no matter what the 
circumstance.. 

In closing Your Honor, ! would be,remiss if I did not express that I realize this whole situation has Been a' 
'traumatic tragedy for-both .families.: Both-families grieve and share the same pain. This is a situation that 
only God Himself can explain and answer why this ever had to happen. Raja has never gone out of his 
way to intentionally and maliciously, hurt anyone, l respect your position and I know that you have a very, 
difficult task in deciding Raja's sentence. I have the utmost confidence that after a thoughtful and 
lengthy consideration you will find it in your heart to make a merciful arid compassionate decision for 
i Raja. Not just for his sake, or for our family's sake, but father for the sake of his children alone. As a 
human being, father, arid deputy, by far the hardest thing I have ever experienced in my life was to see 
Raja's wife sit down with their children and explain tojthem that daddy, is not corning home for a while. 
Your Honor all that expressed to say this/any leniency in this matter is greatly appreciated; Thank you.

My name is John Crane-Baker. I am a Captain In charge of the Investigative Division at the 
Delray Beach Police Department. I have been with the department for. 22 years. I have'held 
numerous positions within the department to Include SWAT Team Commander, Internal Affairs 
Commander, and Training Unit Commander to name a few. I attended the 269 th .session of the 
FBI National Academy at Quantico, Virginia and am a member of several police organizations to 
include the International Association of Chiefs of Police, Florida Police Chiefs Association, and FBI 
National Academy Associates.

I write to you today to explain how,great of a friend Nouman Raja is. I have known 
1 Nouman since 2009 when we attended a two-week police training class at Palm Beach State 
College together. I was a sergeant and team leader on the Delray Beach SWAT Team at the time 
when we met. I could tell immediately that Nouman was a real "go getter". In class we were 
paired up for drills and we immediately hit it off. Nouman was always trying to improve when it 
came time to perform drills or stand up in front of the class during presentations..Nouman was 
not afraid to ask questions when he didn't know something or needed advice and he took 
criticism well. He used it as a tool to improve whatever he was doing. Npt once in class did he 
complain or give less than 100%. 

Nouman is not the type of,guy that would blow his own horn. He is a private person who 
lets bisections speak for him. You don't always find that quality In an officer, but Nouman had it. 
He’didn't have anything to prove. He just did the job and that was good enough for me. From all 
accounts, Nouman was a great officer. I never heard of anyone complaining about him or his 
work ethic. Again, Nouman is a stand-up guy,that only wanted to be a good cop and help people; 

After the incident, when Nouman was let gp from his department he started working for 
a friend of mine, Dan Lounsbury at Tactical Products Group. Nouman came in and would help but 
around the store putting police tactical gear together, helping stock shelves, packing orders.of 






anything that needed;to be done. He pever complained about.his,situation once. After several 
months, Nouman began helping out with'manufacturing the tactical equipment (vests, helmets,, 
belts, gloves, etc.). Eventually Nouman took over supervising all manufacturing for the company 
and he excelled at it; He became the company's idea guy for new products and he loved itl 
Nouman would spend time explaining the new products and his idea of where they could take 
them. When I needed some obscure product, he would always take the time to research products 
for me. Nouman has been there to make sure we got the.correct items we needed, when we 
needed them. Not many people these days have that level of commitment to their customers.. 
He was in his element again. NeVer did Nouman complain about his case or what might happen. 
Nouman was a rock. 

Nouman has always been a stand-up guy willing to help a person that was in need. I have 
never seen him ever do or say anything, that would ever bring, his judgment into question or 
question his loyalty to his friends, business associates, or partners. In fact, Nouman is a patriotl 
He loves this country, the military, and law enforcement. Nouman could have walked away from 
continued service, but he didn't. Nouman opted to work forTacticai Products Group and continue 
to provide support to the military, US Government, and law enforcement. Nouman displays the 
rarity of being a "good man", something that I think is mlssing in.today's society. 

I can tell you,without hesitation that Nouman does not have a bad bone in his body. When 
I would come to the store, Nouman was right there with a big smile and a handshake, Nouman 
yyas always interested in how I was doing in Delray and cpngratulated me on several occasions 
when it came to promotions or transfers to new specialty units, Nouman is the type of guy that 
would give a person the shirt off his back if they need one. That.is the kind of person Nouman is 
and l am extremely proud to call him my friend, 

I have been involved in a police shooting and.I know how that can change a person. That 
night Nouman was just doing his job, trying to help a stranded motorist nothing more. Nouman: 
is not a monster who went "hunting" or an "angel of death" as some have portrayed him. 
Nouman never took lightly to having to puli his weapon, if the situation called for his weapon to 
.be drawn and fired it was because he was in fear for his life. Right or wrong, Nouman Raja was in 
fear for his life. To punish an officer for making a split second decision when everyone has years 
to pick it part is not what we in society need. Every pfficer involved shooting can be torn down 
and reviewed under a microscope. When that happens, you will'find something wrong with it. 
Nouman Raja deserved that same right to protect himself as any other person,- My friend 
• deserves better.. 

Before you impose your sentence, please think about all the good that Nouman has done. 
Think about the oath that he swore to uphold. Think about,the dangers that officers face every 
day in this country. Think about their families when an officer doesn't come home. Think about 
all: the funerals of officers killed in the line, of duty. Think about the current.attacks on law 
enforcement officers around the country. Think about the dwindling numbers'of people who 
want to wear a badge. Think about who is patrolling the streets at night keeping this community 
and every other community around the country.safe. Think about Nouman Raja, an officer who 









was trying;to do his job, Think of Nouman Raja and his. wife,This children, his friends and 
colleagues. Think about.how officers are'treated in prison. Finally, think abput the message it 
sends to other law enforcement officers that wear the badge and have to patrol the streets, are 
they going to perform the duties that we expect them to do if they .have to Worry they can be 
charged with a crime fordoing there job.

Nouman'Raja;, where to begin; AsTm sure you’ve gathered from previous.letters, he is 
simply known as “Raj”. Sir, I have known! the Raja family for about four years now and met Raj: 
thru his wife, Karine while we were all volunteering at Big Dog Rescue Ranch, (yes, we all came, 
home with adoptions) I’ve worked in sales for one of the most prestigious resorts in the world for 
about twelve years now. About four years ago, Karine Raja came to work with me and we quickly 
discqvered how “nerdy”'alike our husbands were. All it took was one dinner and from there it’s 
like we have all known each other our whole lives. We have Mends, but Raj and Karine are family. 

'My husband is stationed at: FOB Fenty, in Jalalabad, Afghanistan. He sleeps in a 
• wiridowless .plywood.room .on a paper thin “mattress! 5 and has to wear sandals to shower.. I am 
essentially a single mother, working full tune with two young :boys to raise. Everyone always asks: 
my husband and I how we do it. Over the.last four years, the,answer has become Nouman Raja. 
Raj is literally the “Pied Piper” of our group with the . children. While I have seen him, on.a very 
rare occasion raise his voice when completely necessary, I'have never seen him angry. In four 
years this man has only demonstrated complete .patience, ,kindness, love and'respect for others.. 
Our boys are 11 and 7 years old and refer to Raj as their “stepdad”! They don’t folly understand 
the term; all they know is that he is a father to them. My husband'respects Raj enough to agree 
with them about what they feel in their hearts. Raj is the reason my husband can have the peace of 
mind to continue, to deploy: and the reason we are still, married. 

The four kids between us are a family unit. With, my work schedule and my husband’s 
work location, the Raja’s haVe essentially adopted us. T want to be clear, it is because of Raj that 
each kid knows the routine, when they wake up, they use the restroom, brush their teeth and eat 
breakfast before asking for an activity. They each have a designated seat, at the table and know to 
finish their meal and. what to do with their plates. He isitheir go-to forquestionsor advice; even 


with all four parents present. He is his own children’s primary caregiver including homework,, 
meditation and even ponytails for his daughter. One day I told him the boys didn’ t have school'but. 
I had to work and he told me to drop them off to him- at work. How many people do you know 
that would offer or have the patience to take on someone else’s children at their job? Raj offered 
without question;

Raj told me that he comes from a home .where the thought was “there was always room for 
one more”* He said that is how his parents raised him. He taught me to “pick my battles” when 
speaking with o thers, which he learned from one of his first sergeants. While I am still working on 
that, he seems to have mastered it. His thoughtful, kind and objective advice is,f believe, the reason 
I am still'married. Deployment life is tough, mentally, physically and emotionally to the fullest. 
His calm demeanor arid reasoning, give 'myself, my husband arid our boys the strength to live the 
life of deployment that we do. 



We generally have a family meal every week at the Raja household due to his house arrest, 
a la:Chef R.aja who loves to cook; Let me tell you, he is a fabulous cook.

l am.writing you.on.behalf of Nouman Raja: I'rethed from the Palm Beach County Sheriff s Office, 
:iri 2005, after twenty-rfive years of service. During my time atithe Sheriffs Office .1. had die 
opportunity to work in several capacities; initially as a road patrol deputy, then as an investigator in 
the Crimes Against Children Division, and the Tactical Unit. I achieved'promotion, to the 
supervisory role of Sergeant and, in that capacity, supervised deputies in Patrol, the Tactical Unit and: 
the Gang Unit. 

As supervisor in the Gang .Unit I oversaw the Multi Agency Gang Task Force.(MAGTE) in Palm 
Beach County, responsible for supervision and coordination of officers from across the county in 
addressing the gang issue in the communities. In addition, I was Team Leader on the Hostage 
Negotiation Team, instructor for new deputy orientation and In-Service Training at the Sheriffs

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When Nouman graduated from'the academy I monitored his progress and development in die field, 
as X did with:as many recruits as possible. I-watched him grow into his foie as law enforcement 
officer, : keepingin touch with him; checking with liis.supervisors in his department and his peers in 
other agencies.

The main thrust of-his message To the recruits was unfailingly how to do the 
job of police work “the right way” widi integrity, honesty and dedication. 

I have known Nouman Raja for pver eleven years, During that time; our relationship progressed’ 
from coordinator and student, to advisor andofficer, to supervisor and subordinate; along the way;, 
we became friends. Nouman Raja was an outstanding student in tire academy, ah exemplary officer 
in the field and ideal instructor. But, aside from that; Nouman Raja is a good-hearted man with 
impeccable integrity.: His.focus is nog arid never has been, on liiniself, it is always on odiers — liis 
family, friends, co-workers, students'and the corriiriunity’ he serves. 

Before this tragedy, indeed everi before he was an- instructor, I frequently, told others that Nouman 
Taj a was the true epitome of the ideal police' officer — unquestionably loyal to his family and peers 
arid truly, dedicated to always doing theright tiling, die tight way in the service of his coinmuriity 
with eriipathy,- compassion and integrity.. There are very few people in my life that gamer the leveh 
• of admiration and belief I have in-Nouman and I strongly believe he is truly worthy it. It is my 
honor to know such a good man and call him friend. His absence from this community has been,a 
true loss, for all ofus \vlio know him; whose lives he impacted so positively and those he served so- 
honorably.. T humbly ask you for leniency in your consideration of sentencing Nouman at the end of 
this month.

From cooking dinner for 
them to having sleepovers and honestly a hundred things in-between, he has 
stepped up to help my wife and kids get through these deployments. 1 know dinner 
and sleepovers do not sound like much to most, but Raj has always done this after 
working a full shift at work, cooking for his own wife and kids, as well as taking care 
of his two dogs - and never once had a second thought about it, all the while a smile 
on his face, a positive attitude, and great sense of humor. 

While Tam back home, Raj has been the absolute best friend anyone could ever ask.

As far.back as J recall, 
Raja always wanted to be a police officer, not because of the aura such a career gives to those 
who perform this difficult task daily, but because he deeply felt a passion to protect and serve his' 
community. Raja graduated with honors from the Police Academy and began working as a 
police officer at the city of Atlantis near West Palm Beach. 


I remember Raja being very passionate about his job.. My father one time had to have a life- 
threatening surgery at JFK Hospital in Lantana, FI, and in one of my visits to see my father, I 
encountered Raja outside'of the emergency room helping a regular citizen change his car tires.

My name is Dan Lounsbury and I am the owner and CEO of Tacprogear, the. former 
employer of Nouman Raja, I am a retired Naval Officer arid'forrrier US Government.employee 
whom worked at a classified agency. 

I have personally known Raj for more than ten years. When we first met, Raj had just 
completed a rotation at the Palm Beach County Police Academy where he was an instructor. I 
specifically remember Raj showing me the body camera that he wore while on duty. Raj explained 
to me that while his department did not pay for the expensive camera, Raj felt it was an important 
piece of equipment that would help protect him, the. community he served, arid the citizen'he 
took an oath to protect, Raj also explained that while teaching at the academy, he would use 
footage from his own body camera to help teach new recruits the proper Way to handle 
unpredictable situations they would soon, encounter. The concern that Raj demonstrated for 
these students, as well as his willingness to spend his own moriey to help, teach, prepare, and 
protect-these future law enforcement officers was something that stayed with me because it

I first met:Raja when-he.was an Officer for the Atlantis Police Department and twas 
working as a Paramedic at JFK Medical Center. 

Raja would normally be posted at the ER as part of a detail contract JFK has with the City of 
Atlantis. JFK Medical is a Baker Act receiving facility and many of the patients are extremely 
violent. I’ve seen Raja deal with psych patients at JFK'Medical Center with professionalism and 
integrity. Raja always carried himself as a true professional. Raja and I hit it off at the get'go 
and grew into the friendship we have to this day. Over the past 11 years I’ve had,the opportunity 
to meet and get very close to Raja’s family. I was his best man at his vyedding recommitment 
ceremony to his wife Karine. 

Raja and I would always refer to each other at brothers from another mother. I love'his family 1

I personally have never seen Raj act in a way that could be seen as 
unprofessional. I hate the situation that Raj is in, because know the type of man he truly is. He’s 
:the type of man.people should strive to be.-1 ask you.to look,beyond this case and look into the 
• character of Raj. The family-man that would go 24hrs without sleep just to spend time with his 
kids, the man that would break his back working 2 jobs just to give his family everything they 
could ever want, or the man that would drop everything to help but a friend., I ask you Judge 
Marx to look into those things before you sentence Raj; I know once you do you will find 
numerous people like me whose life is better for having known Raj. Without Raja’s advice and 
direction, I would have been lost and defiantly riot the man I am today.
